To save space the introductory paragraphs explaining the 


method of compiling the statistics * have been omitted. 

The main point to note in this connection is that the majority 
of the schedules for June required corrections for differences in 
the number of selling days because the Whitsuntide holiday 
occurred in May in 1942 and in June in 1943.

In peace-time June was always a month of high apparel sales, 
but this year the approaching exhaustion of many people’s 
coupons outweighed all normal seasonal factors, and at 88 the 
apparel index was 12 per cent. below the average for the previous 
twelve months and 5 percent. below May. The former fall would 
have been considerably greater but for the fact that the public 
has progressively been increasing the proportion of their coupons 
which they use for better quality goods ; the amount spent per 
coupon in June established another high record, and was nearly 
20 per cent. higher than the average for the previous twelve 
months, despite the fact that the price of comparable articles is 
now lower owing to the increased proportion of untaxed utility 
goods. 
- All districts showed much lower sales in relation to the 
average of the preceding twelve months, the fall recorded being 
20 per cent. or more in the Midlands and South Wales, the South 
of England and Suburban London. The smallest reduction was 6 
per cent. in Scotland.

At 69 the index number for household goods was 7 per cent. 
below the average of the preceding twelve months, but showed a 
slight rise from the low level of 67 reached in May. The down- 
ward trend, due to shortage of supplies, is very widespread, 
only Suburban London showing a higher figure than the preceding 
average. 

Sales of non-food merchandise, comprising fancy goods, sports 
and travel goods and miscellaneous items as well as the above 
groups, declined by 8 per cent. from the previous average. Like 
the apparel indices, the district indices for this division are not 
fully representative owing to the influence of unallocated sales. 

Sales of food and perishables showed a slightly larger move- 
ment from the preceding average in June than has been usual 
in recent months, the index being 5 points higher at 119. This 
is, however, essentially due to the fact that for many foodstufls 
the adjustment for holidays has the effect of increasing daily 
sales since the same amount of food has to be purchased in a 
smaller number of shopping days. The 5 points rise in sales per 
selling day does not imply any significant change in expenditure 
per month, which remains extremely steady under the influence 
of rationing and price control. 

The various sectional changes offset each other, and the 
index for total sales remained unaltered from the May figure of 
105 and not significantly different from the average of the 
previous twelve months, 106. The only district to show a sub- 
stantial change compared with the previous average was Central 
London, where the high proportion of non-food sales essentially 
explains the fall of over 10 per cent.

above, this increased ‘“‘ volume”’ may largely represent better 
quality rather than greater quantity. 

Stocks were appreciably smaller in value in three main cate- 
gories, boots and shoes, piece-goods and furnishing departments, 
the fall being far the heaviest in the first-named. Compared with 
1939 there was a fall of about 20 per cent. for this category, even 
by value, but the large reduction in volume is partly due to the 
fact that luxury and sports types have been virtually eliminated. 
Of the increases the largest for any specified category was in 
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fancy goods, 17-7 per cent., and was due entirely to higher 
prices ; higher prices also accounted for the rise of 14:3 per 
cent. in sports and travel goods. Women’s wear and men’s and 
boys’ wear alike rose by 12-7 per cent., and this is a genuine 
increase as prices are lower than a year ago. 

Of the four sections of apparel stocks for which index numbers 
are given in the table below, stocks of boots and shoes were some 
4 per cent. lower than at the end of May, but women’s wear and 
men’s and boys’ wear both increased, the latter reaching the 
highest level of the series.

month, based on average monthly sales or stocks in 1937 = 100. 
The figures, which are compiled by the Wholesale Textile 
Association in collaboration with the Bank of England, do not 
include the turnover of all the wholesale textile houses, but 
practically all the important houses in the large centres of 
distribution are normally contributors; owing to war-time 
disturbances the sample has become less representative than it 
used to be. The particulars relate to all classes of textile goods, 
including wearing apparel for men, women and children, as well 
as furnishings, and also some non-textile goods ; in computing 
the value of sales or stocks the purchase tax has been omitted. 
In view of the substantial rise in price which has occurred for a 
number of textile goods since the outbreak of war, the figures 
should not be taken as representing the volume of goods sold 
or in stock. 
* * * 


June.—Wholesale sales in June were smaller than in any 
month since January, being 20 per cent. below the average of 
the preceding twelve months. This is a greater fall than normal, 
but June is always a month of low sales save when affected by 
exceptional circumstances such as the start of clothes rationing 
two years ago. In volume the reduction would be larger than 
20 per cent., since prices have been falling with the increasing 
proportion of utility goods sold. The fall in relation to May is 
much the same as was usual before the war, but is probably 
due this year to a reduction in coupons available to a greater 
extent than to a normal seasonal movement. June is the fifth 
month in which sales have been below those of a year earlier. 

Wholesale stocks have remained at about the same level for 
four months, and with sales on a reducing scale the stock position 
has improved considerably during recent months.

Arrangements similar to those made last year will be made for 
younger children who are unusually big for their ages. Those 
born in 1930 or later years who, when they are measured on or 
before 3lst October are 5 feet 3 inches in height, or weigh 7 st. 
12 Ibs. or more, will get 20 extra coupons in addition to the 10 
extra coupons in their Clothing Book . 


Clothing for Russia 


in November 1942 the President of the Board of Trade set up 
a Committee under the chairmanship of Sir Thomas Barlow, 
Director-General of Civilian Clothing, consisting of representa- 
tives of the War Organisation of the British Red Cross Society 
and the Order of St. John of Jerusalem, the National Council 
of Labour, and the Soviet Red Cross and Crescent to co-ordinate 
purchases of clothing for Russia. 

The general destruction of property and materials brought 
about by the unprovoked invasion of Russia by the German 
forces had created great deficiencies of supplies amongst the 
civilian population in the invaded areas, and the need for its 
Civilian production of clothing in Great 


relief was urgent. 
30ard made an estimate 


Britain was therefore reviewed, and the 
that £3 millions’ worth of various commodities could be allocated 
from civilian supplies. The British Government agreed to 
provide £2} million towards the cost. The balancé has been 
made up by contributions from Mrs. Churchill’s Red Cross Aid 
to Russia Fund, and from the National Council of Labour 
which has purchased substantial quantities of cloth and gar- 
ments, the Joint Committee for Soviet Aid, and a group of 
clothing manufacturers who have promised a free gift of gar- 
ments. The War Organisation of the Red Cross Society has 
acted as agents for the Committee in making purchases drawing 
upon the British Government’s allocation of funds and Mrs. 
Churchill’s Russia Fund. A very large variety of goods has 
been purchased, including heavy woollen cloth, sheepskin and 
fur coats, pullovers, and men’s and women’s suits, dresses and 
overcoats. Large consignments have already been sent out, 
which will be followed by others as shipping is available. Control 
and co-ordination have been the means of procuring these 
purchases in a manner which would not have been possible by 
private and unaided effort. All samples offered were inspected 
both by the Board of Trade and by Russian experts in order to 
ensure that the goods purchased were suitable in quality and 
price for the Russian requirements. 

The highly efficient manner in which the War Organisation 
of the British Red Cross Society and the Order of St. John of 
Jerusalem have placed contracts and made the necessary arrangé 
ments for packing and shipment has been of incalculable assist- 
ance. The work has involved much labour for the General 
Manager of the Stores Department of the Organisation, Mr. 
A. R. G. Hudson, and for the staff of the Stores and Accounting 
Departments. 

In addition, the greatest credit is due to the wholehearted 
co-operation of Mr. Tewson of the National Council of Labour 
and Mr. Dubonossov who has represented the Soviet Red Cros 
and Crescent. 


Concentration of the Clothing Industry 


THE GREATER BIRMINGHAM AREA 

The Board of Trade have now decided, in consultation with 
other interested Government Departments, to treat Cradley 
Heath, Stourbridge and Wednesbury, situated in the above area, 
as self concentration areas. This means that clothing manufac- 
turers in these places will be left with their approved labour 
forces and it will be unnecessary for them to concentrate with 
firms in reception areas. 


Location of Retail Businesses Order 1942 


PREMISES USED BY BESPOKE TAILORS FOR 
MEASURING AND FITTING CUSTOMERS 
The Board of Trade, after consultation with the principal 
trade organisations concerned, has decided to bring within the 
provisions of the Location of Retail Businesses Order (see the 
“Board of Trade Journal” of 24th August 1942 (page 388) 
premises used by bespoke tailors for measuring and fitting their 
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customers. An amending Order (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1065, 
Price 1d.) to this effect has, therefore, been made. It comes into 
force on Monday 16th August. After this date, any person 
carrying on business as a bespoke tailor who uses premises 
(other than a room in an hotel or boarding house) for measuring 
or fitting his customers, will require a licence, unless those 
premises were used by him for his business during the basic 
period (Ist December 1940 to 23rd October 1941). 

The amendment permits bespoke tailors to measure and fit 
their customers at hotels and boarding houses, even though they 
did not do so during the basic period, without first obtaining 
a licence, provided that they do not display goods for sale and 
no samples are displayed, other than samples of cloth for tailored 
wear. 

Applications for licences should be made to the Local Price 
Regulation Committee as soon as possible. 


Clothing Coupens for Expectant Mothers 


An expectant mother can now get her special supplement of 
clothing coupons from the local Food Office. Further, she can 
vet it on the same Medical Certificate as she presents to obtain 
her extra food ration. 

At one and the same time she is now issued with : 

(a) her expectant’s mother’s supplementary book containing 
60 blue coupons which can be used at once ; 

(b) a combined food ration book (1943/44) for her unborn 
child, the clothing book in which contains the number of 
coupons appropriate to the date of birth. This clothing book 
must not be used until after the child is born, when its name, 
address, and registration number must first be written on the 
cover. The coupons in this book will be the appropriate ration 
for removal or replacement of the infant’s layette up to the end 
of the 1943/44 clothes rationing period.

It has come to the notice of the Commissioners of Customs 
and Excise that repair materials for tyres consisting of rolls or 
shaped pieces of coated fabric have in some instances been supplied 
tax-free to unregistered buyers. These fabrics do not come 
within the. description “heavy industrial canvas” and are 
liable to tax at the rate of 334 per cent. under Class 2 (a) (v).

MAIL SERVICES BY AIR TO THE FORCES 

The General Post Office wishes to remind the public that there 
is no ordinary air mail service at 1s. 3d. per half ounce to the 
British North African Force, or to the West African Force. 

This reminder is necessary because 1s. 3d. air mail letters for 
these addresses are being received by the General Post Office at 
the rate of more than a thousand a day. As the letters cannot 
be sent by air they are forwarded by surface route, and where 
the name and address of the sender are given on the cover the 
excess charge is refunded. But all this creates extra work ata 
time when there is urgent need for the most effective use to be 
made of man-power. 

To the British North African Force there is the Airgraph 
Service (3d.) and the Air Letter (6d.). Airgraphs should be used 
for preference, because they get preference in despatch and save 
aircraft capacity. 

The 6d. air letter service is available to the West African 
Forces. There is no Airgraph service.

ACME SCREW THREADS 


The British Standards Institution has recently issued 4

motion in machines and tools. The acme thread is, however, now 
extensively used for a variety of purposes. The British Standard 
relates to the design and dimensions of acme single-start thread 
intended primarily for translating screws. The design has beet 
chosen with the dual purpose of meeting the varied needs of 
users to the greatest possible extent and at the same time estab- 
lishing a product which can be economically produced. 

The basic sizes and tolerances laid down in this British 
Standard are identical with those standardised in the U.S.A. and 
will provide strict dimensional interchangeability with Americal 
products. 
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The specification defines the basic form of thread and gives 
the detailed limits and tolerances for a single class of fit for acme 
threads from 4 inch to 5 inches nominal diameter. An Appendix 
to the specification gives a recommended system of gauges for 
controlling the production of acme screws and nuts.

BUDGET ESTIMATES FOR 1944 

The National Budget for the year 1944, submitted to Congress 
by the Federal Government 3Ist May last, 
general expenditure—excluding that of autonomous Institutions 
such as the State Railways, State Oilfields, etc., at 1,551,604,584 
pesos as compared with 1,177,924,300 pesos for 1943, and it is 
stated that this expenditure should be met out of general revenue 
the extent of 1,250,830,720 pesos plus 50,256,848 pesos 
from the income of special accounts and 250,517,016 pesos from 
the sale of bonds. Actually, of the total of 1,551,604,584 pesos 
to be raised, cash revenue is estimated at only 1,107,256,848 
pesos. Proceeds of the sale of bonds are calculated at 444,347,736 
pesos, of which 250,517,016 pesos will be used to cover estimated 
expenditure and 193,830,720 pesos to mect a probable deficit. 

The Budgets of Autonomous Institutions for 1944, to be

the first estimate of 68,700 tons which exceeds the previous 
record crop of 80,957 tons registered in 1935-36. The disparity 
between the first and second estimates of the current crop is 
explained by the fact that favourable weather in April and May 
enabled the crop to recover from the effects of the preceding 
drought. 
GRAIN MARKET 

European demand for Argentine cereals is still very poor. 
Brazil and Chile are reported to be showing interest in wheat. 
The market for linseed and sunflower-seed is very firm, although 
local quotations for linseed are much lower than those in Bombay 
and Calcutta. The United States bought a shipment of Argentine 
linseed for loading in Rosario at a price representing an increase 
of 50 cents per kilos, and while there is a considerable quantity 
of linseed awaiting shipment, shortage of tonnage is holding up 
exports. It is reported that a small quantity of maize has been 
sold to the United Kingdom while the local deniand for maize 
as fuel is very firm. The Government recently issued a decree 
modifying a previous decree so that local millers may be able 
to use wheat of the 1942-43 crop up to 30 per cent. of their 
requirements. The earlier decree required Argentine millers to 
use only wheat of the 1941-42 crop until the end of November 
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1943. As before, all wheat must be bought from the Grain 
Marketing Board.

New Zealand 
TRADE WITH CANADA IN 1942 
According to the “‘ Commercial Intelligence Journal ”’ issued 
by the Department of Trade and Commerce, Ottawa, New 


Zealand’s exports to Canada rose in value by 28 per cent., 
almost entirely as a result of increased shipments of wool ; 
respective values in 1942 and 1941 were £3,616,226 and 
£2,824,168. Imports from Canada into New Zealand in 1942 
were valued at £1,994,993 as compared with £3,071,692 in 1941. 


Thus New Zealand’s unfavourable balance of trade with 
Canada in 1941 of £247,524 became a favourable one in 1942 


amounting to £1,621,233. This is the first time in recent years 
that New Zealand exports to Canada have exceeded in value her 
imports from that source. 

Had it not been for increases in exports of calfskins, sheepskins, 
and wool, exports to Canada in 1942 would have shown an 
appreciable reduction in value. For example, only 151 cwt. of 
butter was shipped in 1942 as against 4,953 cwt. in 1941, the 
values being £1,053 and £34,559 respectively. Exports of 
gelatine fell from £14,000 to £656; lamb and mutton, from 
£47,113 to £17,275; sausage casings, from £276,971 to £177,794 ; 
cattle hides, from £104,839 to £48,827 ; and tallow, from £107,780 
to £9,759. The shortage of shipping space direct to Canadian 
ports, particularly those on the east coast, was no doubt a factor 
in these reductions, plus the priority given to wool shipments, 
which further increased in value from £1,808,603 in 1941 to 
£2,909,330. Comparative values and quantities of the chief

Wool shipments have been on a large scale. During the 
present season, ended 30th June 1943, it is expected that about 
80,000 bales will be shipped to Canada and that releases for 
f.o.b. sales will be around 100,000 bales. This compares with 
proposed shipments of 360,000 bales to the United States and 
100,000 bales released for f.o.b. sales. 

Producers of sausage casings expect that the 1943 production 
will be on a par with last year’s and that exports to the United 
States and Canada will continue at the 1942 level, which showed 
a substantial increase over that for 1941. 

The exportable surplus of tallow, estimated at 30,000 tons, for 
the current season has been sold to the United Kingdom Ministry 
of Food, but quantities will be released for shipment to the 
United States and Canada. The volume to be released is not 
known, but it is likely that it will exceed that of last year. 

The shipment of meat to Canada is dependent on the avail. 
ability of refrigerated space and, in view of the tight position in 
this respect and the dependence on United States ships, already 
heavily taxed, there is no early prospect of an increase in quan. 
tity. This applies also in respect of butter and cheese. The 
United Kingdom has contracted to take as much butter.as can 
be produced ; and, with a reduction in output of cheese, there 
will be little for Canada, even if space is available. 


CHIEF IMPORTS 
Imports from Canada were reduced in value by 35 per cent, 
More than ever they were confined to items of an ¢ ssential nature 


such as raw materials, semi-manufactured goods, tools and 
machinery, paper, metals, hardware, etc. ‘There were note- 
worthy increases in imports of piece-goods, electric motors, 


wireless apparatus, rough sawn spruce, printing papers, and 
sulphate of ammonia. Prominent among the items showing 
reductions were: pulp, rubber products, metals and cordage of 
metal, pipes and tubing, wire and fencing, leather belting, 
Douglas fir, machinery and parts, newsprint, cardboard and 
wallboard, and cream of tartar substitutes. Values of the 
leading imports in the past two years are shown in the following

South Africa 


TRADE CONDITIONS 

The General managers of the Standard Bank of South Africa 
supply the following information on trade conditions in the 
Union of South Africa. 

Little change is evident in wholesale and retail busines. 
The stock position in some lines is less difficult owing to the 
arrival of shipments from overseas, but the sale is beilf 
rationed by the merchants. Factory employment is good in 
nearly all sections of industry and conditions in the printing 
trade have improved owing to the arrival of supplies of papel 
In view of civilian requirements of blankets factories are busy, 
and are producing utility blankets in two qualities, wool ant 
half-wool, which are sold at fixed prices. 

GOLD OUTPUT AND RAILWAY EARNINGS 

The Transvaal gold output for June (26 working days) wa 

1,064,572 fine ounces with a value, including the premium, 0 
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the basis of £8 8s. a fine ounce, of £8,942,405, compared with 
1,199,569 fine ounces with a value, on the basis of £8 8s. a fine 
ounce, of £10,076,380 for June 1942 (26 working days). The 
average daily output for June 1943 compared with the previous 
month fell by 1,216 to 40,945 fine ounces. 

Alluvial diamond production has been adversely affected by 
heavy rains, which have destroyed river breakwaters. In view 
of the exceptional demand for large gem stones, it is understood 
that the Dutoitspan mine will be reopened, and it is expected 
that hoisting and washing operations will begin early in Sep- 
tember. 


Railway earnings from 6th June to 10th July, which include 


the record total of £966,251 for the week ending 3rd July, 


amounted to £4,372,456, compared with £3,966,744 for the 


corresponding period 1942. 


FARMING CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The Department of Agriculture report for June says that 
farming prospects in most areas were fairly good except in the 
districts of Cape Province where the dry spell continued. Grazing 
in the Union is generally not very good, and the condition of 
livestock, although still fair, is less satisfactory than in May ; 
lambing returns over a widespread area have been adversely 
affected by the cold weather. 


MAIZE, WOOL AND HIDES 

The maize market is less difficult as supplies of the new crop 
have been coming forward in increasing quantities ; although 
harvesting has been interrupted by recent unexpected heavy 
which also caused delay in drying the maize, market 
offerings should be adequate for current requirements. The 
wheat outlook in the Cape Province is poor owing to the con- 
tinued dry weather in several districts ; elsewhere in the Union 
prospects are more favourable. 

The Union wool season has closed. It is reported that 
appraisements totalled 769,411, or about 36,000 bales less than 
the previous season, but the value rose by £2 million to about 
{13 million. The fall in the clip is due partly to drought in 
several areas, and partly to the sale of stock for slaughter owing 
to the attractive prices ruling in that section. The mohair 
market is less busy but still steady. It is estimated that between 
ahalf and two-thirds of the current clip has been sold, including 
nearly all the best quality types and a fair proportion of lower- 
priced outsortings, and in view of the restriction of orders owing 
to shipping difficulties clearances must be considered satisfactory. 
Stocks on hand are mainly irregular in length or quality. 

Hides are firmer. Sheepskins have improved, except sound 
dry-salted, which are easier. Goatskins and Angoras are steady, 
ind gloving skins harder in response to good demand. 

Wattlebark is in fair demand from America, India 
Australia, but market conditions are reported as quiet.

Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees to United Kingdom exporters for the purpose 
of encouraging export trade. War conditions have greatly 
increased the risks to which exporters are exposed in oversea 
trading, and the Department has put into operation special 
facilities giving them protection against thess risks on 
exceptionally favourable terms. 

The standard form of cover is the War Emergency policy 
which covers the exporter of consumable goods sold for cash, 
or on short credit, from the time he books an order until he 
receives the amount due to him in payment for the goods. 
An exporter who is prepared to insure with the Department the

(b) exchange restrictions in the buyer's country ; 

(c) events such as war in the buyer’s country preventing pay- 

ment for goods shipped or preventing their delivery ; 

(d) additional handling, insurance and freight charges not 

covered by or Government war risk policies 
caused by interruption or diversion (through British 
Government instrnctions) of the voyage on which the

Che cover at present available is either 85 per cent. or 90 per 
cent., according to the particular risk, 

The Department also issues a policy which enables exporters 
to quote firm c.i.f. prices some months ahead of shipment. 
Under this guarantee exporters in respect of any 0.i.f. trans- 
action are covered ayainst any rise in marine insurance, Govern- 
ment war risk insurance and freight rates occurring within an 
agreed period (normally six months). 

Other policies are available to meet special requirements of 
exporters in particular cases.
